Tiir  Syracuse  Disaster. — A  most  *p 
palling  occurrence  look  plire  on  the  even¬ 
ing  of  the  28rd  inst.  at  IheCentral  Raplisl 
Church  in  Syracuse.  The  church  festival, 
at  which  500  p-tiplr,  a  large  proportion  of 
whom  were  young  persons  and  children, 
were  enfnying  social  recreation,  was  snd 
dcnly  plunged  irto  woe  and  agony.  The 
church  parlor  floor,  forty  feet  square,  in  the 
second  story,  gave  wav.  precipitating  the 
joyous  throng  fifteen  fret  amid  broken 
beams  and  planks,  clnoda  of  suffocating 
p'aater,  and  shattered  furniture,  a  twuised 
and  maimed  mas*,  some  dead,  others  dy 
ing,  and  uioru  than  100  more  or  less  injur¬ 
ed. 

Among  the  incidents  were  the  following : 
A  father  who  joints!  the  re-cuer*  brought  « 
dead  child  from  the  wreck,  and  the  light 
revealed  his  own  daughter,  whom  he  stip- 
p  wed  safe  at  home.  A  young  bride,  who 
had  ju«fc*t-  pped  in  for  refreshments,  went 
down  with  her  liusliand  at  her  side.  She 
was  instantly  killed,  and  lie  was  unharmed 
A  young  woman  with  visiting  triend* 
wag  instantly  killed,  and  they  escaped.  A 
group  of  persons  in  the  middle  of  the 
room  were  all  carried  down,  and  none  e*- 
caoed  death  or  severe  injury.  Dr.  Wein- 
w right,  in  the  most  robust  health,  was 
■‘mothered  to  death,  and  liis  invalid  wife 
by  hia  side  survives.  Ez  Alderman  Bari  tra 
and  Ilia  wife  were  eating  at  a  table,  and  In¬ 
is  *<  riously  hurt,  tahile  she  was  crushed  to 
death.  A  lovely  girl  of  thiiteen  sprang  to 
her  mother’s  arms,  and  there  died  from  in 
juried,  and  the  mother  escaped  uninjured. 
Several  litiie  girls  who  were  killed  were 
dressed  for  a '‘Little  Young  Folks' Con 
vert  which  was  about  to  begin.  Thirteen 
persons  were  killed  outright — several  oth¬ 
ers  will  die.  2  men,  4  married  women.  2 
young  ladies,  4  jfirl*  and  1  boy  were  killed 
— ltJ  seriously  injured — 70  more  or  less 
hurt.

CORPORAL  PUNISHMENT  IN  PUB¬ 
LIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  School  Trustees  of  Essex  County, 
at  their  meeting  last  Saturday,  very 
promptly  took  up  the  gauntlet  'thrown 
down  by  the  Teachers,  a  lew  srecks  ago  at 
Irvington.  Mr.  C.  Peioubet  of  Bloom¬ 
field,  a  veteran  in  the  cause  ol  education, 
hut  wboue  seal  sod  piogreaaivuoeaa  are  not 
surpassed  by  say  younger  members,  called 
attention  to  the  resolution  ol  the  Teach- 
er»'  Association ;  which,  he  said,  had  at¬ 
tracted  considerable  notice  both  in  and 
out  or  the  State.  This  rtsolution,  (which 
was  carried  45  to  1.)  gare  a  wrong  idea  ol 
the  state  of  discipline  in  our  schools.  One 
would  imagine  that  the  teachers  bad 
found  it  impossible  to  maintain  order  with¬ 
out  the  use  of  the  rod;  and,  so,  had  pass¬ 
ed  a  resolution  in  favor  of  the  prohibition 
living  repealed.  His  experience  waa  dif¬ 
ferent  ;  In  the  schools  with  which  he  had 
been  connected  tor  tnauy  years,  aa  trustee, 
far  better  order  waa  now  maintained  than 
formerly,  when  corporal  punixbment  waa 
practiced. 

Other  trustees  gave  the  same  testimony  ; 
although  there  were  a  few  from  the  smaller 
listricts,  who  thought  that  some  of  the 
roughest  Uoya  in  their  school*  would  be 
lienefitt  ed  by  a  whipping  now  and  then. 

Col.  J.  B.  Baker  tlabd  (list  he  wo* 
present  when  the  resolution  referred  to 
was  passed.  It  waa  not  fully  debated  ; 
the  teacher*  who  spoke  were  all  on  one  sidi , 
the  other  having  kept  qniet  ;  th-  question 
should  not  then  h»ve  heen  taken.  Th< 
proper  way  would  have  been  to  lay  the 
resolution  on  the  table  tn  be  more  fully 
discuseed  at  the  next  meeting.  He  al»o 
knew  that  a  number  opposed  to  the  resolu¬ 
tion  did  not  vote. 

Dr.  J.  J.  H.  Love  of  Mentcbdr,  testified 
that  the  di-c  pline  of  the  schools  in  his 
district  was  tie t ter  than  when  the  rod  waa 
U-ed.  He  offered  the  billowing  resolution 
whiefi  he  fupported  In  an  earnest  and 
i  ffective  *pre<  li : 

Rr soloed.  That  it  ta  the  sense  of  the 
School  Trustees  of  E**t  z  County  in  meet 
lug  assembled  that  the  law  abolishing  cor 
florid  punishment  from  the  public  aclMiol* 
of  this  State  has  worked  aetrsfaciorily 
during  the  past,  sad  that  there  ia  no  exist¬ 
ing  necessity  for  its  repeal. 

The  resolution  waa  adopted  by  a  Urge 
majority. 

Wc  think  that  the  trustees  have  the 
right  of  the  mutter;  there  can  be  do  doubt 
that  our  school*  are  under  better  discip¬ 
line,  and  sre  mors  easily  governed,  than 
w  hen  tlierod  was  used.  Aud  when  teach 
era  ask  to  have  corporal  puxiihmeut  restor 
ed,  It  looks  very  much  ts  if  they  consider 
ed  their  own  government  somewhat  da- 
fleient  in  strength.  The  rod  will  not  help 
it.  C  M.  D.

Mr  Lton — Dear  Sir  ;  I  send  you  a  copy 
of  revolutions  pia<^»d  hy  the  Am  ricin  U 
nion  Church,  in  Florence  on  'he  resigna¬ 
tion  ol  Dr  Van  Neat,  after  laboring  as  its 
pistor  for  eight  year*. 

It  is  probable  that  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Kitt- 
ridge.  formerly  ol  Montclair,  will  be  his 
«uoce#"or.  It  ia  very  important  that  our 
American  churches  on  the  Continent  should 
be  sustained.  Many  of  onr  young  peopl. 
and  not  a  few  older  “ne*.  traveling  abroad, 
become  demoralized  after  livlhg  month  af¬ 
ter  month,  without  having  a  church  to  go 
to,  and  no  religion*  influence  to  restrain 
them.  All  over  the  continent  the  Sabbath 
i*  a  holiday,  and  is  not  regarded  at  all  aa 
a  day  of  rest,  as  it  ia  in  the  United  States 

Can  a  better  missionarv  work  tie  done 
than  to  establish  an  AnaeriChR  Church  in 
every  important  place  in  Europe  1  and 
thus,  while  thousands  of  our  young  are  via 
iting  these  places  of  interest,  they  may  have 
a  Christian  influence  thrown  aronnd  them 
before  they  become  entirely  indifferent  to 
religious  subject*.
